4. The closest prior art documents Finger (U.S. Patent Number 4,460,870), 
Kinoshita et al. (JP 407098367) and Satake (U.S. Publication Number 

2002/01 13594) fail to teach alone or in combination, providing a time unction for the 
open circuit voltage of a secondary battery as a function of time with its coefficients 
undetermined, wherein the step of providing the time function comprises providing a 
combination of at least two exponential decay functions and using a plural measured 
voltage samples to determine the multi-exponential decay function.
